LAWRENCE TECH NAMES 
PRESIDENT’S SUCCESSOR 


Dr. Wayne H. Buell, executive vice 
president of Aristo International of 
Detroit and recognized international 
authority on core sand binders, has 
been named president-elect of Law- 
rence Institute of Technology. 

He will take over as president of 
L.I.T. on August 1, with Dr. E. George 
Lawrence, president for 30 years, be- 
coming president emeritus. Dr. Buell, 
51, is a former L.I.T. professor of 
mathematics and chemistry. 

He joined Aristo Corporation, now 
part of International Minerals and 
Chemical Corp., in 1944 as a research 
chemist. He was named director of re- 
search in 1948 and in 1950 became 
executive vice president. 

An Indiana native, Dr. Buell came 
to Detroit in 1932 to attend Lawrence 
Tech, which was just getting started 
that year. After receiving his degree 
in 1986, Dr. Buell remained at Law- 
rence Tech for six years, teaching 
mathematics and chemistry. 

Dr. Buell will become president of 
L.I.T. as it enters its 32nd year with 
approximately 3,200 students in engi- 
neering, industrial management and 
architecture in both day and evening 
classes.

COMPETITION FOR A. IS. C. 
AWARDS ANNOUNCED 


American Institute of Steel Construc- 
tion has announced the opening of its 
Architectural Awards of Excellence 
competition. This is the fifth year in 
which the Institute, national assocation 
for the fabricated structural steel in- 
dustry, has sponsored this competition 
to encourage the creative uses of struc- 
tural steel in imaginative and esthetic 
ways. 

The competition is open to all reg- 
istered architects practicing profession- 
ally in the United States. Buildings of 
all classifications, completed since Jan- 
uary 1, 1968, are eligible for entry. 

“The program is intended to focus 
attention on outstanding structural 
steel design, and to encourage archi- 
tects to look upon steel as a modern, 
versatile and esthetically pleasing ma- 
terial.“ Robert C. Palmer, AISC Presi- 
dent and president of the R. C. Mahon 
Co. said in announcing the competi- 
tion. 

Mr. Palmer emphasized that no elab- 
orate presentation is required for en- 
try. He said that the awards program 
is open for any kind of building. The 
judges will give equal emphasis to 
buildings of all sizes and types. 


In prior years, he stated, awards 
have been made to a wide variety of 
structures, from a fire house to a zoo 
cage, and from a massive public audi- 
torium to a small community bank. 

Submissions must be made by June 
1, 1964. Details of the award program 
and entry information can be obtained 
from AISC at 101 Park Avenue, New 
York 17, New York.

Pilgrim Manor was awarded a First Honor Award in the 
Elderly-Nursing classification of the 1963 Federal Housing 
Administration's Honor Award's Program—the first to be 
held by F.H.A. 


The Manor has as its design key a series of “villages,” each| 
with its own laundry facilities, craft shop, garden courts} 
and lounge. The “villages” surround a central facility con- 
taining dining room, kitchen, music lounge, gift shop and| 
offices. Adjacent to the central unit is a 30-bed health cen: 
ter for infirm residents. 


Pilgrim Manor's construction makes full use if rollin, 
ground on the 10-acre site, in an area which is rapidl 
being developed for residential subdivisions. The central 
facility is of two-story construction; thé one-story villa) 
occupy different land levels.

For the 158 persons who live at Pilgrim Manor, everything 
they need or want is provided, including a barber and 
beauty shop and shuffleboard, a popular recreation in this 
age group. Residents range in age from 62 to more than 
90, with the average age about 80. 


The village concept was decided upon to provide more 
intimacy of surroundings and less of the institutional atmos- 
phere and to reduce the need for long corridors. Light, 
bright rooms are the rule for the 128 residents who live out- 
side the health center. There are 112 single rooms and 16 
double rooms. 


Much use has been made of textured materials, such as 
stone and brick, in the building, and the garden courts, all 
different, use statuary, wood, gravel, concrete and growing 
plants. Interesting designs in floor tile have been provided, 
as well as modern lighting fixtures, to provide a homelike 
atmosphere. Safety has been a chief consideration, shown 
particularly in bathrooms, a frequent location for falls. 


Total cost of the project was $1,550,000 including buildings, 
furnishings, landscaping, FHA and architects’ fees. The 
buildings contain 86,538 sq. ft. at a construction cost of 
$16.00 per sq. ft. Cubic foot cost was $1.4414. Total cost 
per resident—$9,850.
